Portion of tb* &tat* Laid lo Kulnn and 
Hanj Faople Killed by 4he Boarlnf 
Homtcr—A Hit of Those Known T« 
Bo Killed and 
Injured—Aid Badlj 


K*«ded at One*. 
MEXICO, Mo., May 21.—A terriflo cy- 


clone passed thre* miles northeast of 
Mexico about 9 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon, striking the Bean creek neighbor- 
hood about bix miles from this city, and 
going in a zigzag direction northeast laid 
waste the country lor ten or twelve 
miles, carrying everything before it. II 
was the worst tornado that ever swept 
over this country, leaving daath and de 
atruction in its wake. The news was re- 
ceived in this city about 5 o'clock, call- 
ing for doctors and help. AH the doc- 
tors of tha city responded. 
A press 


correspondent was with th* party that 
went to the scene of death and devabia 
tion. In the family ef George Doerg«r t 
boy 6 years old was killed instantly. H« 
•was mangled alrnoxt beyond recognition. 
Mr. Doerger and hisjlaughter, about 15 
years of acp, wera"~in one bed. 
Th« 


daughter was 
fatally 
injured. 
Mrs. 


Do«rger wr.s in another bed with two 
children. 
All three were very seriouilj 


and probably 
fatally wounded. Mrs. 


Doergar vfa« seriously wounded and pre 
tented a terrible sight, lici head and face 
being cut and covered vclth blood. Mr. 
Doerger had cuts in bis head, body, and 
arm, aad was prohnbly internally in- 
jured. His house was swept from exist- 
ence, nothing being left. The barn was 
bluwn down and two horses were killed 


Frightful Work of tlie Wind. 


Th* next houi* visited was that oi 


William Yostmeyer. 
There were m this 


houi* Mr. Yostmtryer, his wife and baby, 
and a little girl. They were all seriously 
injured. 
Yoatmeycr'a houso and every- 


tUmjt on the pls*s was swept away. At 
the home ot E, B. Morris wer* found 
seven injured people. Miss Julia Fletch- 
er, daughter of H. Fletcher, waa fatally 
hurt, her skull being broken and her head 
laid open. Caleb Norris was badly but 
not fatally hurt. His wife WS.B seriously 
injured. 
His ion and daughter were 


badly mangled. Tb* daughter's leg was 
broken and her check cut to the bone. 
Mrs. Emily Si-al, a widow -^f 60. was 
fatally hurt. O1J Mrs. Norris was also 
fatally hurt. Th* house was blown to 
piecei. Tie cyclone seemed to have dona 
Us w*rst at tkU liome. The house, b el- 
ding eud furniture were scattered over 
th* fields for half a milo. The house ol 
Valentine Eidel caught fire and what 
not burn was swept away, including 
barns and outhouses. No one was hurl 
her*. 
The Power of th* Storm. 


Th* resdence of T. B. Ham was blown 


down, but his family w«re all saved bi 
going into the cellar. A horse was car 
ried half a mile aad dashed to pieces 
Thomas Workmea'« house 
was swep 


away. The h*me of Boston Kunkel was 
blown dowu, the wind being terriflc there 
Mr. Kunkel wa» picked up and thrown 
against a wagon sad instantly killed. Hi« 
large orchard wai picked completely u; 
and carried several hundred yards and 
deposited in the creek. A farmer by th 
name of Bogars was killed and severa 
oth*r* whcsi names could not be leaxnec 
The force of the cyclone was so great tha 
it blew barb-wire fences down and laic 
th* wheat fields as flat as if mowed in har 
v«st. A farmer named Crane, while in 
wagon, was caught by the itorm and wai 
literally torn to pieces. Joseph Kendall' 
house and barn were blown down. Mr 
Kendall had a narrow escape. Ha hai 
jnst left the hoa« and gone to the bar 
wh*n the barn was blown down or lifte 
up, leaving Mr. Kendall unharmed. Th 
mules in the stable vrer* not hurt. Th 
barn was scattered all over the fields 
James Dillard's hous* was blown t 
pieces. Prank Carter's new barn wa 
blown down. There was a mowing ma 
chine carried about 100 yards and literal] 
torn to pieces. A large iron roller,weigh 
Ing 1,000 pounds, was taken up and ca 
ried 1UO yards and broken to pieces. 
" CLIckens Flacked ef Tlielr Feathers. 


A calf was takes up and carried ovi 


a quarter of a mile. Several horses wer 
killed outright. 
Tw«nty-nve chicken 


were plucked clean of their feathers, 
new wagon, belonging to Mr. Kunke 
was lite-rally torn lo pisces, the spot 
being twisted and bioken. The Been 
at these plftcss were heartrending. F. 
Norris sat in a chair at E. K, Morris' with 
his baby in his arms, lie said: "When I 
first noticed th* storm the wind blew a 
p«rfect gale. 
I was holding the bnbj 


in my arms when the cyclone struck the 
bonne. I was dashed ngainst the house 
and the baby was carried 100 yards and 
thrown against a tree. I picked it up 
and went hack to the Louse to Ond them 
all strewn in every direction." 


The width of the cyclone's path was 


about 300 yards, and us far as heard from 
about twelve miles long. 
The people ol 


th* neighborhood ar* mostly Germans oi 
moderate means and ought to receive aid 
at once, for their houses are destroyed, 
fences blown 
away, household goods 


and wearing 
apparel all gone, stock 


killed, and crops destroyed. Tbe loss 
will b* many thousands of dollars.

Yesterday a 
meeting of th* Miner's Protective Union 
was held and the strike was declared off, 
and an order given to the members to re- 
tnrn to work.

yasterday. 
The committee appointed 


Tuesday reported that they were told 
that the sliding scale now in effect, and 
under which their works now running 
bad resumed, was tiie only scale the com- 
pany would consider, and it needed no 
conference.

ber until all the plants were resumed. 
Anything more was distinctly refused.

IT IS AN OLD FAKE. 


The Tribune, of Chicago, and The Kep,

These papers are looking 
for evidence to sapport their respective 
positions. We have some to offer to our 
town contemporary. THE KKVIEW wishes 
to stand by the Decatui party in the fight. 
If an out-of-town republican tries to squelch 
one of the home product you can depend on 
THK REVIEW rushing to the rescue. The 
best republicans on earth live in Decatur. 
This is not saying enough for our patriots 
to save them, but they are not in a position 
to ask for higher praise. 


But to the rescue let us go. Will The 


Rep give The Tribune's position a seismic 
blow by reading to it a paragraph from the 
democratic national platform of 1SS4? This 
paragraph Is to be found in the platform 
that was adopted at the time Cleveland got 
his first nomination. It is as follows: 


"We favor an American continental pol-

Elaine 
must have read it in that democratic plat- 
form of 1884. It will be remembered that 
he was in that campaign; or possibly some- 
one may rise to remark that he was not in 
It Well, he had business with that cam- 
paign, and be was close enough to it to hear 
what was going on. He must have read 
the democratic platform that year, for he 
made several speeches against it. Later, 
he found out that it was a pretty good thing, 
and perhaps it was then he began to study 
it closely. It may have been during this 
closer study that he discovered reciprocity. 


But anyhow, there it is in that democratic

As this was six years

Laying the Corner Scone of the ?sew 


Home—A Big Crowd. 


LIUCOLN, III., May 31 —The laying of 
_ 


,he corner --toue of the Odd Fellows Or- yesterday, 
phans' home here today was a notable event, 
H '^ 


n the history of this city and the order In 
he state 
The crowd in attendance was 


estimated at 18,000, and a more orderly 
gathering has never been seen. 


The institution of Odd Fellowship is of 


nimble origin, which sprang from certain 
odges or societies of mechanics and laborers 
existing in London la the latter^part of the 
18>h century, and callins themselves the 
Ancient and Honorable Loval Odd Fellows. 
Their meetings were for convivial purposes, 
nd were usually held in taverns; but it be- 
came tbe custom for ea h member among 
hero to contrlbuleTl penny a week to form 
i fund for the relief of the poor among 
hem, and especially to defray burial ex- 
penses and to provide for widows and or- 
ihans. 


Several years ago R resolution was intro- 


duced in the grand lodge of the state of Illi- 
nois, advocating tbe building of an orphan's 
lomp, but no action was taken thereon un- 
it in the fall of 1889 when the question was 
again brought up and agitated.

Two Magnificent Concerts—The Work of 


the Musicians Shown Much Improvement 
—The Audience List Night Taxed the Big 
House's Capacity—Some Flowers and In- 
cidents. 
THE BEVXEW yesterday morning stated 


that each succeeding concert of the Musical 
festival would show an improvement over 
the ones before. That proved to be the 
case with the two given yesterday. 
The 


chorus did more effective work, and there 
was a finish about the concerts as wholes, 
that could only come from repeated appear- 
ances together. 


There was a smoothness, a completeness, 


about the concert last night that left bat 
little to be desired. As a whole, the con- 
cert was much better than either that had 
gone before it. 
The grand effects, the 


delicate touches, the artistic work, all were 
executed with marvelous skill, and the re- 
sult was a magnificent concert most deligh:- 
ful. 
' The audience last night deserves a word 
or two. It was as large as any that has ever 
been In that house. 
All the seats were 


occupied, the aisles in the balcony and the 
parquette were filled, and still many stood 
in the foyer and the spaces at the back. It 
was a cultivated audience, too, and the ap- 
plause was bestowed judiciously. A great 
mauy were there from neighboring towns. 


The interior of the handsome opera bouse 


during the concert was an inspiring scene. 
The audience, filling every chair, and every 
corner of the auditorium, made up af people 
who showed intelligence and culture in 
every line of their 
countenances 
and 


every 
pose 
of 
their 
bodies, 
the 


big chorus, completely filling tno vast 
stage, reaching up and back, almost to the 
flies, was a sight not often witnessed and 
not soon forgotten. Just the appearance of 
the chorus was grand, while the good faces 
of men and women and the bright costumes 
of the women made a picture very fine in 
detail. 


THE SECOND CONCERT. 


The program of the Thursday evening 


concert was the best in point of merit, so 
far heard, and was admirably rendered. 
The "Forty-Sixth Psalm'' is a composition 
in seven numbers, the music of which is 
composed by Dudley Buch, a living Ameri- 
can composer. The work is highly artistic 
and meritorious. In this respect it is far 
in advance of Haendel's "Jubilate " The 
chorus work in the psalm was all that could 
be 
desired,

being duly cared for. 
Toward the close of 


the finale, where there are several grand 
climaxes and stirring harmonic progressions, 
did the chorus show itself thoroughly com- 
petent and equal to the situation. The or- 
chestra, too, played the accompaniment, so 
ably 
written, in a masterly 
manner. 


For 
these 
heavy 
choruses, 
however, 


the orchestra might have been twice as large. 
The soloists were, Mrs. Handy and Mrs. 
Harwood, Misses Burrows and Stesle, and 
Messrs Bunn, McClelland, A. Alexander 
and Bert Gher. The octette was fine and 
the solos by Mr. Bunn and Mr. Alexander 
were very good. The orchestration in these 
numbers also very materially enhanced the 
effect. 


The opening overture, "Golden Gate," is 


a very pretty piece of musical writine. The 
composer is Christian Bach, living in Mil- 
waukee, Wis. 
This overture was well 


played, but some of the musical effects 
were marred by the entrance of those of 
the audience who came late. 


Professor Walter's clarionet solo pleased 


the audience very much, as was evinced by 
round after rouud of applause. 
He re- 


sponded with variations on the "Carnival 
of Venice." In his selection, "Melodiscne
